RAWDON BOY ESCAPES

Ernest 
Vanessen, a trapper, was the instru-

In the first place, the only child 
too often is spoiled through being 
she sole subject of his parents’ love 
and attention. In families where a 
second child is born, the first must 
fearn to take second place in his 
mother’s affection. He must also be- 
come reconciled to haying the spot 
light of attention shifted from him- 
self to the new arrival. These are 
hoth valuable lessons in the very ne- 
eessary art of getting along with oth- 
er people. f 

Having an only child affects the 
parents as well. Many persons have 
been handicapped all their lives be- 
cause of parental bonds fastened up- 
on them in this way. How many 
cases are we all familiar with, of both 
men and women, in which marriage 
has been unduly delayed, or after- 
wards spoiled, through the selfish 
jealousy of parents? 

Not every crabbed, envious; and 
unsocial person one meets is by any 
means al only child, but a _ great 
many of such persons are. Brought 
up to consider themselves the centre 
cf eyery situation, they are at a dis- 
advantage in the give-and-take of 
every-day life. The unconsciously at- 
tempt to gain for themselves in the 
general community the exclusive at- 
tention to which in childhood they 
had become accustomed. 

Byery only child need not neces- 
sarily look forward to such an un- 
pleasant future. Nero and Confucius 
were both only children, but how 
widely different were their lives! In 
our modern civilization, it is more 
than likely that one-child families 
will increase rather than decrease. 
The remedy for the ills which are in- 
herent in such a situation lies in the 
greater knowledge of parents; they 
must learn to bring their children up 
te become independent inviduals in 
a complex community—and this does 
not apply solely to only children.

Ship Approved Cockerels 
Under the federal policy of cocker- 
el distribution arrangements have 
been made to ship male birds which 
have passed inspection to Ontario 
points to supply demands far the 
coming breeding season. One lot of 
200 cockerels is being shipped from 
Nova Scotia and New Brunswick to 
Ontario, while another lot of around 
500 birds is being shipped from the 
Western Provinces also to Ontario. 
Most of these birds are Barred Ply- 

mouth Rocks and Wyandottes. 


Fattening Poultry 

In ecrate-feeding poultry particular 
eare should be taken to feed a ra- 
tion which will prduce the white fat 
and the milk-fed quality. The follow- 
ing ration has been tested and found 
suitable for crate feeding: WHqual 
parts of middlings, ground oats and 
parley; equal patsr of ~middlings, 
ground oats and mashed potatoess: 
ebual parts of middlings, ground oats 
and cornmeal; equal parts of shorts, 
ground oats and ground barley; equal 
parts of low grade flour, ground bar- 
ley and ground oats; equal parts of 
ground whole wheat, ground whole 
cats and ground whole barley; equal 
parts of ground barley, ground buck- 
Wheat and bran. 

Barley Crop Important 

Barley has competed strongly with 
wheat as a revenue producer on On- 
tario farms. This. grain holds, an: im- 
jortant place, tor several reasons. It 
is a comparatively high yielder. Eix- 
periments show that mixed with ear- 
ly oats, returns from the combina- 
tion exceed highest yields obtain- 
able from either grain separately. Al- 
so, in analyses, it is shown that in 
carbohydrates and protein, barley 
compares very favorably with field 
corn. Barley is also the north coun- 
try corn. In northern counties, 
where early frosts render the grow- 
ing season too short for the produc- 
tion of large crops of corn, barley is 
found to be an excellent substitute. 
It grows rapily and is the shallowest 
rooted of all the cereals. Because of. 
these two points, barley does best of 
ail cereals on ground which insuffi- 
ciently drained and hence is cold and 
backward in spring. In recent ex 
periments by the Department of 
Chemistry, O.A.C., it was noted that 
the highest yields of barley were re- 
alized where it followed a root crop. 
"he department's experiment with 
fertilizer on barley showing a big in- 
crease in yield where fertilizers were 
used, are important in view of the 
fact that this province last year sOW- 


ed 508,000 acres of barley. 
Hay Market Quiet 

The hay market is reported as ex- 
fremely quiet throughout © Canada. 
The domestic demand during Decem- 
ber was light as compared with oth- 
er years, owing to the milk weather. 
VYhe usual movement of hay to lum- 
ker, mining and road _ construction 
camps was not as brisk as in other 
years. The export demand for hay 
continues fo be poor and unless it 
improves no real substantial move- 
ment is expected of the large supplies 
of commercial hay still in growers’ 
hands in many parts of Canada. The 
prices being paid for immediate — 
needs: of the trade are much lower 
than in other years. 

Alfalfa For Poultry 

Alfalfa in the green state has long 
been recognized as an ideal poultry 
feed when used in conjunction with 
the usual grains and mashes. It is 
used extensively as range or as cut = 
green feed for birds in confinement. 
during the spring, summer and falk 
months in most alfalfa-growing areas, 
but the value of the hay as a winter 
feed is not so generally known. So 
much of the years’ success depends 
on the number and quality of chicks 
hatched each spring, that it is impor- 
tant to do all possible to increase the 
fertility and hatchability of the eggs 
and the: livability of the chicks. Ex- 
periments. have shown that 20 per 
cent. better fertility an 6.4 per cent. 
better hatchabiltty of fertile eggs can — 
be obtained from birds where alfalfa — 
hay instead of straw is used as litter — 
in the breeding pens. ‘The alfalfa 
should be used as litter during the — 
winter months preceding the breed- — 
jag season and the same treatment 
given to males and females. ~

ton, A concerted effort is being 
made to provide next season against 
any repitition of the disastrous mar- 
keting season experienced by many 
growers this year. . 
In so far as fruit and vegetables 
are concerned dependable informa- 
tion has been available from practi- 
cally all producing districts in Can- 
ada with the exception of Ontario. 
This has resulted in Ontario produc- 
tion always being a most disturbing 
factor on demestic and export mar 
kets and the net returns to the grow- 
ers for the production highly unsat- 
isfactory- With this information 
uyailable for Ontario, however, an ac- 
curate estimate of Canadian produc- 
tion can be made and thus closer 
working facilities can be arranged: 
between all the fruit and vegetable» 
producing provinces in order that the 
greatest advantage may be taken: of 
all possible markets.

CORNELIUS URBANE CLANCY 


After a n acute form of a lingering 
ailment there passed te his reward 
on Sunday cvyening, January 3rd, one 
of the most respected citizens of 
Rawdon township. Born on the ola 
homestead, adjoining his own farm, 
seventy years ago October 12th last, 
he lived to see many changes in 
farming and living in general. Mr. 
Clancy was the son of the late Rob- 
ert Perry Clancy and Rosella Bre- 
ault, whose people came from the 
Isle of Brittany and were called ‘The 
sweet voiced singers of the Sea.” 
His grandfather, William Claney, was 
the first Loyalist to cross the St 
Lawrence River, having driven by 
sleigh from Troy, N.Y., in the winter 
of 1808, locating in the county of 
Lennox and Addington, subsequently 
serving with the British forces in the 
War of 1812. 

The son of pioneers, Mr. Clancy al- 
ways possessed the pioneering spirit, 
sing first to introduce the dehorn- 
ing of cattle in this part of the coun- 
iry. Appreciating the value the tel- 
ephone would be in rural sections, 
he was one of the first four to have 
a rural telephone and travelled with 
the Bell Telephone managers from 
Campbellford and Madoc for days in 
order to secure enough telephone 
subscribers to make the service ben- 
eficial to all concerned. 

Always a lover of bee-keeping, Mr. 
Claney was ever alert for the health 
and sanitary conditions of his bee 
colonies. Finding something amiss 
in his bees he at once expressed a 
rack from an infested hive to Prof. 
Jarvis, at Ontario Agricultural Col- 
iege, Guelph. Prof. Jarvis at once 
sent out invitations to all bee-keep- 
ers in Hastings County to attend a 
bee conference at Mr, Clancy’s 
“Cape Diamond View” apiary. Many 
attended this conference and here 
they were shown that the malady was 
American Foul Brood and were in- 
structed in the eradication of same. 
From this conference arose compul 
sory registration of all bee-keepers 
and government inspection of apiar- 
ies. Keenly interested in dairying, 
Mr. Clancy purchased Holstein stock 
from the famous May Echo Sylvia 
strain, and later, seeing the possibil- 
ities in poultry raising, secured thor- 
oughbred bred-to-lay barred Rocks 
from the Ontario Agricultural Col- 
lege. From this stock eggs were sup- 
plied for hatching to the rural school 
children for a large area. 


A successful auctioneer as well as 
farmer, Mr. Clancy developed a high 
type of salesmanship along this line 
and always felt that the securing of 
value for another man‘s property and 
enattels was his own personal  re- 
Sponsibility, often remarking to his 
family that it required no ability to 
de able. to give things away. 

He loved the United Church at 
Wellmans, that his father had helped 
to build over sixty years ago, and 

| where his fathor had each winter 
conducted a singing school in the 
days of the tuning-fork. Mr, Clancy 
was the choir leader for many years. 
Several years ago he personally sup- 
ervised and labored in the complete 
Tenovation of the cemetery at Well- 
mans. An elder in the church he 
loved; a Sunday School teacher, he 
Was always the minister's friend. 

The funeral service was conducted 
by his pastor, Rey, F. G. Joblin, as- 
sisted by Rey.

SOME WATER WELL 


A test has been made of the Stir- 
ling Creamery’s well, by its propri- 
vtor, Reeve W. C. West, as an ex- 
periment to see if there is a water 
supply in that section to warrant the 
digging of a well for a sufficient sup- 
ply for the proposed permanent wa- 
ter system.

Public Finance 

The success of the National Serv- 
ice Loan was referred to as a notable 
He stressed the fact 
that both internal and external re- 
yenue had been reduced by the de- 
cline in the activity of trade and that 
excessive expenditure by govern- 
ments and municipalities had placed 
a heavy burden of interest payments 
on the people. “There never was a 
time in our history when it was so 
necessary to avoid extravagance of 
every kind, and governments, Feder- 
al, Provincial and Municipal, should 
follow the splendid example set by 
the British National Government in 
reducing the cost of administration 
und balancing their budget.” 

Closing his remarks Sir Herbert 
said in part “It has been said that it 
is darkest just before the dawn, and 
in previous depressions conditions 
have seemed most discouraging at a 
time when improvement had already 
set in. The violence of the depres- 
sion must of itself tend to produce a 
strong reaction. It may well be that 
the gold countries now are on the 
yerge of a rise in the price level. 
With a sound and strongly integrated 
banking system, no important ‘in 
vestments in depreciated securities 
ef{ foreign governments, an industri- 
ous and veril people who have main- 
tained their morale unimpaired, and 
With a system of government per- 
mitting prompt and decisive action, 
Canada is in a relatively satisfactory 
position and we are justified in look- 
ing to the future with confidence.” 


General Manager’s Address 

Mr. M. W. Wilson, Vice-President 
and General Manager, stated that 
the maintenance of the Bank's as- 
sets at a figure as high as $825,000,- 
000 reflected not only the conserya- 
tion of existing business but also the 
acquisition of new and desirable con- 
nections. He referred to the  sub- 
stantial over-subscription of the Do- 
tainion of Canada National Service 
Loan as an achievement of which our 
f€overnment and Canadians generally 
may well be proud. 


Strong Liquid Position Maintained 

The liquid position of the bank was 
maintained at substantially the same 
ratio as a year ago, quickly realiz- 
able assets being more than 48 per 
cent. of the liabilities to the public. 
im referring to the enviable record of 
the Canadian banking system during 
the period of world depression, Mr, 
Wilson said: “Once again the ability 
of the Canadian banking System to 
take care of the needs of the country 
has been clearly demonstrated. The 
type of organization under which 
they operate enables our banks to 
take a broad view of the transac- 
tions that come before them and I 
think it will be admitted that the 
disposition has been to deal with 
problems in a sympathetic and con- 
structive manner.” 


Business in Other Countries 

“Entirely satisfactory’, were the 
words used in describing the bank’s 
experience during the last year in the 
foreign countries where it operates, 

Mr. Wilson pointed out that the 
Bank's foreign branches have never 
been allowed to expose themselves} 
to risk of loss through exchange 
fluctuations and as a result their 
experience during the last year had 
been entirely satisfactory. 
Commodity Levels 
General Manager expressed 
opinion that the restoration of 
commodity price levels to the basis 
1924 - 1928 was essential to. a 
really tisfactory recovery in world 
busin 85. He made favorable refer- 
ence to the anti-deflation measures

The majority are holding 
their own, he declared, and while 
reduced earnings for the time being 
may be inevitable, we should be 
gratified that in this period of 
transition a great majority of our 
Canadian concerns are more than 
covering operating expenses and our 
agricultural population is staying on 
the land and maintaining the 
acreage under cultivation Closing 
on a note of optimism, Mr. Wilson 
said, “There are signs of stabiliza- 
tion in a number of directions, our 
physical assets are being kept intact 
and, with reasonable economy and 
hard work, we shall find that Can- 
oda will be one of the first countrieg 
to feel the good results of' business 
recovery.”

A step of the highest importance 
to Ontario power users has been ta 
ken if, as is understood, the Federal 
jovernment has recognized the pro- 
vince’s claims to the ownership of 
the power. It is considered still too 
early in the negotiations for the 
working cut of any detailed arrenge- 
ment, but it is believed that the au- 
thorities have the creation of a power 
board in mind. 

As far as Ontario is concerned the 
Hydro commission would have 
charge of the development and dis- 
tribution of the power on the Can- 
adian side of the international sec- 
tion under this arrangement, it is 
said. The commission would be re- 
presented on the suggested board. 
Similar representation, it is stated, 
would be afforded whatever interests 
undertake to develop the United 
States’ half of the power. 

Recently, during the progress of ne- 
gotiations betwee! . Ottawa and Wash- 
ington, the Ontario Hydro Electric 
Power Commission asserted to the 
Ontario Governmen, the position 
that the Commission is the only body 
empowered to develop the power on 
tLe Ontario side of the international 
section of the St. Lawrence proposea 
dcep waterwa!. kt is said that the 
Commission asked that the Federal) 
Government be notified that the Com- 
mission took this position, and re- 
garded it is uvt open to question. It 
is reported that the position was 
readily conceded, and that the Ben- 
nett Government had not entertained 
any other idea at any time 

While reports of the Federal Govy- 
ernmentis conceding the province’s 
claim still awaits official confirma- 
tion, it was officially announced that 
Ontario’s interests in the internation- 
ul section were discussed. In _ this 
discussion, the statement said, Mr. 
Cooke, Mr. Meighen, F. A. Gaby, 
chief Hydro Engineer, and Dr. Thos. 
Hogg, another Hydro engineer, all 
joined. There was thus a direct in- 
ference that the power question was 
up. , 

The statement added that the 
ineeting was held in accordance with 
Mr. Bennett’s intimation to the pro- 
vinces some months ago that their 
rights and interests in the St. Law- 
rence would be a matter of confer- 
ence. A further meeting will be held 
with Ontario, said the statement and 
one with Quebec. The statement in- 
timated that the Quebec Government 
would not be interviewed until after 
the present session of the Quebec Le- 
zislature. 

Quebec, Jan. 14—“I am against the 
project both as regards navigation 
and power development,” Premier 
L. A. Taschereau declared in a long 
address when he resumed debate in 
the Legislature on a resolution intro- 
duced by Hon. Athanase David, Pro- 
yincial Secretary, in reference to the 
Sc. Lawrence Waterway project. Th. 
resolution asked the House to ae- 
clare that present consideration of 
the waterway was “premature”.

For 
while one man may be worth $1200, 
another may be dear at $1000. | 

As regards the Treasurer and the 
Clerk, no sane man would vote 
against that portion of the motion

Province of New Brunswick sold 
$5,062,000 of debentures which were 
issued to refund certain maturing 
obligations and to cover the cost of 
constructing roads and public build- 
ings. The New Brunswick issue was 
followed by one to raise $15,000,000 
for the City of Montreal. The Mon- 
treal bonds were issued to yield 6% 
and met with a satisfactory reception 
when offered last Tuesday. The City 
of Montreal needed the money part- 
ly to meet maturing obligations and 
partly for defraying, the cost of con- 
struction of certain important pub- 
lic works, part of such works being 
for the relief of unemployment. 

This financing by the Province of 
Ontario represents the third import- 
ant piece of financing since the turn 
of the year. These three pieces of 
financing represent the first issues 
+o be made by important public bod- 
tes since the early summier of 1931, 
with the exception of the National 
Service Loan, which was brought out 
in the closing months of the year. 

The satisfactory reception accord- 
ed the issues of New Brunswick and 
the City of Montreal doubtless  in- 
fluenced the Government's decision 
1o market its bonds at this time.
